Private session 
yields letter of 
understanding

ALCALA PARK — Hoping to ease 
any local tensions that may have resulted 
from Pope John Paul II’s decision to 
receive Austrian President Kurt 
Waldheim last month at the Vatican, 
Bishop Leo T. Maher and leaders of the 
Jewish community have issued a joint 


statement of friendship and 
understanding. 

The men met privately for 90 minutes 
on July 6. 


The resulting statement noted ‘‘the 
continuing need for our people to 
approach one another with more 
sensitivity.” 

Jewish leaders who joined Bishop 
Maher in signing the statement were: 

¢ Joseph J. Fisch, chairman of the 
board of the Anti-Defamation League of 
B’nai B’rith; 

¢ Murray Galinson of the Jewish 
Community Relations Council; 

e Rabbi Aaron Gold of Tifereth Israel 
Synagogue; and 

e Norman Hahn, president of the 
American Jewish Committee. 

‘While both our faith communities 
differ as to the appropriateness of Kurt 
Waldheim’s reception by the pope,”’ the 
statement said, ‘‘we must not allow the 
incident to hinder the progress made in 
our relations in the past 25 years.”’ 

The statement calls for a private 
meeting between the pope and leaders of 
the Jewish community so that the 
Waldheim visit ‘‘may serve as a catalyst 
for the furtherance of Catholic/Jewish 
understanding.” 

This local Catholic/Jewish statement is 
significant because it was issued by both 
faith groups, said Father Dennis 
Mikulanis, director of the diocesan Office 
for Ecumenical and Interreligious Affairs.

He has received more than 140 applications for bus 
parking permits, he said.

The total 
diocesan allotment of tickets to the papal Mass is 
12,000.

HILLCREST — Mothers of newborns 
at Mercy Hospital read this poem in a 
folder, ‘‘Celebrate Life,’’ designed by 
Chaplain Kateri Harnetiaux. Space near 
the poem is designated for a baby picture. 
The chaplain gives a copy of the small 
yellow pamphlet to each mother in the 
Maternal and Infant Care unit. 

Last month Catherine Griffin saw the 
poem personified in her 2-day-old son, 


Marcus John Anthony. The parishioner 


of Santa Sophia Church held her 
firstborn, wrapped in layers of love, as 
she shared her maternal feelings with 
Harnetiaux. 

The nursery, which sees an average of 
eight births a day, is not always a picture 
of new life, Harnetiaux said. She spoke of 
‘‘stillborns and fetal demises — part of 
the paradox of new life hovering on the 
brink of death.”’ 

Harnetiaux is one of ten chaplains at 
Mercy Hospital. They walk amid ever- 
changing scenes of life and death, healing 
and hurt, offering infusions of spiritual 
and emotional support to staff, patients 
and their families. 

Six chaplains are Catholic laywomen. 
Fathers Francis McDonnell and Rand 
Reichert, Mercy Sister Barbara 
Checkhart and Rev. Mimi Lane, United 
Church of Christ minister, comprise the 
remaining members. 

Their role is to ‘‘facilitate hope and 
growth toward wholeness for the sick and 
others wounded in mind, body and 
spirit,” Chaplaincy Services literature 
states. : 

A chaplain is available 24 hours every 
day to provide a wide range of services: 


help relieve anxiety associated with 
illness, pray with and for patients, 
administer sacraments and_ provide 


chapel services, contact the patient’s 
pastor or rabbi, offer crisis intervention 
and referrals, help patients face death and 
provide grief counseling to relatives and 
friends. 

A large order for a small staff. Each one 
is assigned an average of 47 patients, 
whom the chaplain tries to visit daily, said 
Elaine Martin, director of Chaplaincy 
Services.

Methods of ministry 

The Catholic laywomen described the 
strategies they employ, which seem to 
require as much skill as that of a surgeon. 

They participate in patient care 
conferences, facilitating communication 
between the doctor, social worker and 
family members. 

“We support the faiths of all patients, 
who see us as a presence of God,’” Martin 
said, adding that about one-third are 
Catholics. 

‘“‘We can set the tone for a growth 
experience as patients find meaning in 
their illness,’’ Harnetiaux said. 

Mary McElroy also noted patients’ 
search for meaning in _ their 
hospitalization. She facilitates this process 
by looking for opportunities she calls ‘‘the 
teachable moment.”’ 

“‘Most people don’t talk about God,”’ 
Euphemia Ng said. ‘‘Their vulnerability 
during a crisis creates an openness to look 
at the priorities in their lives.”’ 

Ng brings an added dimension to her 
ministry. She is studying marriage and 
family therapy, with the goal of 
integrating this dimension of healing into 
her ministry. 

McElroy described her interaction with 
patients as an entrance ‘“‘into their 
suffering space,’’ adding that sharing 
one’s pain diminishes it. . 

Josie Rodriquez said she tries to build 
her patients’ self-esteem. ‘‘I let them 
know they are loved and are not alone.”’ 

The chaplains spoke of the circle of 
energy that surrounds their ministry. 
They give physical and emotional energy 
to patients and their families, and are 
sometimes energized by those they serve. 

Joan Krogmeier explained how she 
tries to allay the fears of dying people. 
When they ask how death occurs, she 
shares her observations of the process. 
She tells patients and their families when 
death is near and encourages them to “‘let 
go.’’ She ministered to cancer patients for 


four years. 

The chaplains agreed that each 
situation calls for a different response on 
their part. 


They encourage bereaved family 
members to talk about their loss to deal 
with unfinished feelings, Harnetiaux 
explained. 

They also offer help with funeral 
arrangements and sometimes conduct 
services in mortuaries. 


High ratings 

An evaluation of Chaplaincy Services, 
conducted last year by a San Francisco 
firm, concluded that the department

functions as an effective support system in 
the hospital. 

The evaluation included former 
patients’ and bereaved relatives’ 
responses to questions regarding their 
experiences with the chaplains. The 
respondents lauded them for their 
comforting touch. 

““The chaplains held the whole family 
together,’’ a bereaved spouse stated: 

The chaplain ‘‘was a whole power of 
strength to me. The time she spent with 
my (ill) wife and me in prayer were part 
of the miracle’’ that improved her health, 
said a former patient’s husband. ‘‘At that 
time I didn’t really believe we had a God, 
but the chaplain restored my faith.’’ 

The chaplains ‘‘became closer than 
family. I could let my hair down and cry 
with this lady,’’ a patient’s spouse said. 

“I think they are even better (at the 


time) than a psychiatrist or psychologist,’’ 
another patient’s spouse stated. 

Medical staff members also gave the 
chaplains high marks. 

They credited them with providing a 
“caring environment,’’ using a ‘“‘sixth 
sense’’ to assess patients’ needs and being 
an ‘‘extra set of eyes and ears’’ for doctors 
and nurses. 

The Catholic laywomen chaplains said 
that their ministry requires unique 
personal qualifications and strengths. 

Being a ‘‘good listener facilitates a 
patient’s awareness of the healing power 
within himself,’? Martin said. ‘‘A 
chaplain must be comfortable in 
exploring her own death and dying 
process.”’ 

Harnetiaux stressed the necessity of

Who are we to 
condemn pope’s 
official agenda? 


Concerning the criticisms of Pope John Paul II because 
of his meeting with the former Secretary General of the 
United Nations, several clarifications are in order.

5) If it is so terribly wrong for a head of state to 
diplomatically meet with someone alleged to have 
committed war crimes, then it must have been wrong for 
Franklin Roosevelt to meet with Joseph Stalin, as implied 
in the criticism. 

6) For Americans not to understand that the American 
principle of separation of church and state permits the 
leaders of states like Israel and the Vatican to meet with 
other leaders with whom they morally and spiritually 
disagree is unfortunate and suggests that here, too, the 
Polish pope understands America better than some of his 
American critics.

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Some politicians can be taxing 


Amid the uncertainties of this passing world, few things 
are as certain as death, taxes and an increase in your 
utilities bills. But taxes can be the subject of much dispute 
because they are such a great temptation for politicians. 
There is certain, and there is certain. 

Sometimes, when dealing with politicians and taxes, 
memory plays tricks. Sometimes, it’s the memory of the 
taxpayer; at other times, it’s the memory of the politician. 

Federal income taxes, for instance, came to their full 
stature during World War I. They seemed to be the ideal 
way to pay for the ‘‘war to end all wars.’’ What patriot 
could protest such a lofty motive? After all, when the war 
was won and the war debts paid, the tax would end. 
Wouldn’t it? 

Coming closer to home, look at the Coronado Bay 
Bridge. Governor Pat Brown staked his reputation on the 
importance of this span, but even though it was built, he 
lost his bid for reelection. 

The selling of the bridge included solemn assurances 
that when the bridge was paid for, the tolls would be 


‘cancelled, or at best, a small sum would be collected, just 


enough to maintain the bridge. 

However, the bridge was paid for more than a year ago 
and the toll continues to be collected. The argument is not 
whether to make it a free bridge, but what to do with all 
the money now being collected. Somehow, one feels 
betrayed by the politicians. 

Then we come to the great California freeways. They 
have been the envy of the nation because they are great 
roads that all can travel on for free. Not really, since we 
pay such high gasoline taxes and truck fees, but at least we 
do not have to pay a toll every few miles and at every exit. 

Now, however, there is now a bill making progress in 
Sacramento which would allow counties to build toll 
roads. There’s no mention of reducing the gasoline 
taxes, of course. 


Is your parish 


Building a faith community is one of the principal tasks 
in parish life. It is a task that belongs to, and demands the 
involvement of, all concerned. What is more, a 
community can never say that it has arrived or that it has 
no more need to grow and respond. A true community is 
alive and growing, responding to the changing needs of its 
members and the world in which it lives. 

The University of Notre Dame has undertaken an 
extensive study on parish life. Already, the consulting 
team has produced 10 reports, and the 10th — ‘‘The 
Parish as Community’’ — is of particular interest because 
the quality of ‘‘community’’ has a great deal to do with 
the quality of life in the parish. 

Therefore, it is important to know how parishioners 
view and value the parish. 

Project consultants interviewed parishioners in 36 
parishes on six key issues affecting community: the sense 
of attachment to the parish, the number of close friends 
within the parish, the extent to which the parish meets 
spiritual needs, the extent to which the parish meets social 
needs, the frequency of conversation with the pastor, and 
how upsetting it would be to leave the parish. 


The study produced some interesting conclusions. For 
example, the tradition of choosing a parish for ethnic 
reasons does not necessarily produce a strong community. 
Communities with ethnic and economic diversity are just 
as likely to have a strong sense of interdependence. 

Another surprise: The extent to which a parish meets a 
parishioner’s social needs was deemed far more important 
than the extent to which it met his or her spiritual needs. 

Also of interest was the finding that people consider 
accessibility to the pastor more important than the 
number of close friends they may have in the parish. 

Those who decry the disappearance of the small, rural 
parish can take comfort in the finding that the urban and 
suburban parishes often have a much stronger sense of 
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This fall, in fact, we will be asked to increase the six- 
percent sales tax by another half percent, to build roads 
around the state. Sales taxes hurt the poor the most, and 
this proposal would make even non-users help pay the 
bills. That is certainly not in the California tradition. 

The proposal, according to some backers, would raise 
the tax only enough to build some specified roads. Then it 
would end. Do you believe that? 

This leads us to the huge surplus now in the state 
treasury. Depending on what report you read, or what 
TV station you listen to, it’s more than $1 billion, maybe 
even more than $2 billion. 

The governor has a peach of an idea, one he hopes will 
help him get reelected. Give the money back to the 
taxpayers, he says. Not outright, of course, but in a tax 
rebate for next year. It might amount to as much as $45 
per person. 

Instead of tossing pennies back to the voters, while 
proposing to increase the sales tax and build toll roads, 
why not use this money for education, roads and prisons? 
You might have a different order of priorities, but the 
money is there and it should be used constructively. 

The power to tax is a power that should be given to 
government bodies only with great restraint. Ethics in 


government — and ethical politicians — are a part of the | 


moral obligations we expect from those who govern us. 

Unjust taxation and confiscatory taxes have led to 
revolutions before. If memory doesn’t fail me, it seems 
that it happened here in America around 1775.

community than the small, rural model. 

Two factors seem to account for this finding. The larger 
parish offers a wider array of organizations, ministries 
and programs, and they celebrate their liturgies with a 
greater awareness of community and a_ greater 
expectation of participation, the study found. 

How does a parishioner develop an attachment to a 
parish? The Notre Dame survey concluded that four 
factors play primary roles: (1) The opportunity for: 
parishioners to participate in community service, (2) the 
quality of friendliness and the concern of people in the 
parish, (3) the quality of pastoral concern and care, and 
(4) the opportunity to become a lay leader. 

“Opportunities for participation and service, coupled 
especially to caring pastors and parishioners, are the 
hallmarks of parish attraction and parishioner 
attachment,’’ the report concluded. 

Lay leadership and adequate staffing appeared to be a 
striking factor in the success of a parish as areal 
community of faith. The study found that the nine 
parishes with the most sense of community have nearly 
twice as many staff persons. and lay volunteers in their 
leadership structures as the nine parishes with the least 
sense of community. 

The parishes with the highest sense of community could 
not be labeled conservative or liberal in their outlook. 
Thus, it is not the uniformity of ideological positions that 
forms a community, but people interacting with each 
other, even if they don’t agree. The parish that builds a 
community builds on many communities. Isn’t that what 
“‘catholic’’ really means?

Diocesan Office in Alcala Park. Others in 
attendance were Father Ben 
Marcantonio, diocesan superintendent of 
schools; Morris Casuto, director of the 
Anti-Defamation League (ADL) of B’nai

At the July 6 meeting in Alcala Park, 
Bishop Maher noted the ‘‘Holy Father’s 
love for the Jewish community.” 

He added that the Waldheim visit 
should not be interpreted as a lack of 
concern for Jewish people on the part of 
Pope John Paul II. As head of the 
Vatican, the pope meets many heads of 
state, he said. 

‘“The visit with the pope was not a spur 
of the moment matter. The consequences 
had to be foreseen,’’ said Fisch, reading 
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from a prepared text. 

“In view of the pope’s praise of 
Waldheim, without balance, the saints 
and sinners argument simply does not 
hold water. There is a purpose in meeting 
with sinners — to change their ways, to 
elicit repentance — not to give them the 
imprimatur of innocence and greatness so 
that they can gloat and flaunt it to the 
world,’’ Fisch continued. 

‘“*I cannot overestimate how 
unfortunate this event is, not just for Jews 
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but for the entire world. Twelve million 
people were murdered at the hands of the 
Nazis, six million were ‘not Jews,’’ Fisch 
said.

ROME — A European Jewish official 
has urged that a ‘‘high-ranking Vatican 
official’? meet with Jewish leaders to help 
defuse tensions provoked by Austrian 
President Kurt Waldheim’s recent state 
visit. 

Theodore Freedman, the European 
director of the Anti-Defamation League 
of B’nai B’rith, said such a meeting 
should precede Pope John Paul II’s 
scheduled reception of Jewish leaders in 
Miami during his September visit to the 
United States. 

Freedman said that without such a 
meeting, there is ‘‘strong feeling in the 
Jewish community that there is no 
utility’? in having the September 
encounter with the pope. 

Freedman confirmed he had met with 
Cardinal Johannes Willebrands, head of 
the Vatican’s Commission for Religious 
Relations with Jews, July 2 in an effort 
“‘to explore ways to bring about some 
rapprochement’’ between Catholics and 
Jews following the controversial papal 
reception of Waldheim. 


One possibility would be a meeting 
between a ‘‘high-ranking Vatican 
official’? and Jewish leaders for a ‘‘candid 
and friendly discussion of the issues,’’ 
Freedman added. 


Such an official could be Cardinal 
Willebrands, Papal Pronuncio to the 
United States Archbishop Pio Laghi or 
someone else of equivalent stature, he 
said. 


Cardinal Willebrands cannot make the 
decision himself on this proposal, 
Freedman said. 


“T don’t think he’s particularly happy 
with the tensions that have arisen,”’ 
Freedman said of the cardinal. But, he 
added, ‘‘we see this as a moment of 
opportunity that ought to be taken 
advantage of.”’ 

Cardinal Willebrands was out of Rome 
and unavailable for comment. 


Current Jewish-Catholic tensions are 
the result of the pope’s reception of 
Austria’s controversial president June 25 
at the Vatican. The pope became the first 
head of state to meet with Waldheim since 
his election in 1986. 


Waldheim has been accused of lying 
about his military record with the 
German army during World War II and 
having been involved in a military unit 
implicated in war crimes in the Balkans 
and Greece. 

Waldheim denies the charges. 

The papal reception of Waldheim 
aroused ‘‘really passionate feelings’’ in 
the Jewish community, Freedman said.

ALCALA PARK — Six hundred 
diocesan youth will be among the 6,200 
young people expected to participate in 
the first ‘“Youth TeleConference’’ with 
Pope John Paul II Sept. 15 in the 
Universal Amphitheater in Los Angeles. 

Through a satellite hookup, the Pope 
will also be able to communicate with 
youth in St. Louis, Denver and Portland, 
Ore., said Father Joseph Battaglia, 
communications director for the 
Archdiocese of Los Angeles. 

Although detailed plans for the event 
are not yet available, Father Battaglia 
said the conference will include a dialogue 


Youth and Young Adult Ministries. 
Diocesan youth will travel together to 
the Amphitheater by bus, Ivie added. 


Participants have many different 
reasons for attending the event. The 
Southern Cross asked four diocesan youth to 
discuss these reasons for participating and 
share their impressions about teen-agers 
in San Diego and Imperial counties — 
issues they may also discuss with the pope 
during the teleconference.

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VATICAN CITY — The Vatican is 


continuing to study the cure of an Ohio 


nun that has been attributed to 
Franciscan Father Junipero Serra, but no 
decision has been made in the case, a 
Vatican official says. 

Father Serra was declared ‘‘venerable”’ 
by Pope John Paul II in 1985. To be 
considered for beatification and possible 
canonization, there must be evidence of a 
documented miracle. Supporters of 
Father Serra’s canonization contend that 
such a miracle occurred in the case of 
Franciscan Sister Boniface Dyrda of 
Clyde, Ohio. 

Sister Dyrda was stricken by a severe 
rash and fever in 1959, and surgeons 
removed her spleen. She said her doctor 
‘*had given up hope for my recovery”’ 
when her fellow Religious began a novena 
to Father Serra. Following the novena, 
Sister Dyrda’s condition improved 
dramatically, and she remains well today. 

Father Robert Sarno, an official of the 
Vatican’s Congregation for Sainthood 
Causes, said the case went to a board of 
medical experts on July 8. 

‘‘This doesn’t mean anything except 
that the supposed cure of Sister Boniface 
is under study,’’ Father Sarno said. 

Promoters of Father Serra’s cause have 


’ expressed hope that the pope will beatify 


the missionary during his visit to 
California in September. Father Serra is 
buried at the mission in Carmel.

seminaries on July 7. 

The Vatican released no details of the 
meeting. 

Bishop Wuerl is awaiting reassignment 
following the termination of his duties as 
Auxiliary Bishop of Seattle. 

In 1985, Bishop Wuerl was given 
special powers to assist Seattle 
Archbishop Raymond G. Hunthausen. 
He became the subject of fierce 
controversy before being relieved two 
months ago. 


Haitian bishops call 
for end of violence 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti — Haiti’s 
Catholic bishops recently called for an 
end to the violence that has been raging 
through the country and criticized the use 
of military force against civilians. 

In a statement broadcast July 4, the 
bishops called on Haitians to “‘stop this 
shedding of blood. We demand ... that 
justice be done for all victims of this 
violence.”’

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The violence began as the military 
clashed with strikers amid public protest 
against government efforts to control next 
-month’s elections. 

The bishops said they were not taking 
sides in the conflict, but criticized 
government troops for killing unarmed 
civilians. 


Irish to offer youth 
ministry plan in U.S. 


DUBLIN — The Irish Catholic 
Church said it will send priests to the 
U.S. to help provide services to young 
Irish laypersons who have fled Ireland’s 
faltering economy. 

Father John Gavin, secretary of the 
Irish bishops’ Commission for 
Emigrants, said July 6 that six priests will 
be sent to Boston and New York to 
replace Irish priests working there. ‘Those 
being ‘‘replaced’’ will start a ministry 
designed to provide welfare and advisory 
services to the youths. 

Father Gavin estimated there are 
approximately 140,000 young Irish 
working illegally: in Boston and New 
York. Many could be expelled under 
tough new U.S. immigration laws, he 
said. :

Bishops in Michigan 
oppose campus clinics 


LANSING, Mich. — Michigan’s 
Catholic bishops, expressing fears about 
teen-agers’ access to contraception, have 
publicly opposed the establishment of 
school-based health clinics. 

In a statement released through the 
Michigan Catholic Conference, the 
bishops said such clinics in other areas 
often provide contraceptives and make 
abortion referrals. 

Under Michigan law, the clinics are 
prohibited from dispensing contraceptives 
or performing abortions. 

“*Few would object to an effective, 
responsible, value-centered health care 
delivery system that would make quality 
health care available to all students,’’ the 
bishops said. ‘‘However, the experience 
in other states has been that school-based 
clinics routinely dispense contraceptives 
to students and refer pregnant students to 
abortion clinics as a _ value-neutral 
option.”’

La tragedia ilustra que los extranjeros ilegales — ‘‘cuyo 
Unico propésito es obtener suficiente alimento para comer 
y un techo sobre sus cabezas’’ — no deberfan de tener que 
arriesgarse a perder sus vidas, dijo Rubén Garcfa, 
director de la Casa de la Anunciacién, en El Paso, en una 
entrevista telefénica en 6 de julio. 

La Casa de la Anunciacién es una casa de hospitalidad 
catdlica en la frontera entre Tejas y México, que presta 
servicios a los extranjeros indocumentados. Fue fundada 
en 1978 y su personal es voluntario. 

El 2 de julio, agentes de la Patrulla Fronteriza en Sierra 
Blanca, pueblo a 75 millas de El Paso, en el oeste de 
Tejas, descubrieron 18 cadaveres de hombres mexicanos 
que habfan quedado atrapados en un vagon ferroviario 
cerrado por fuera. Un hombre de 24 ajfios, Miguel 
Tostado Rodriguez, sobrevivi. 

Dieciseis de los muertos habfan entrado ilegalmente a 
los Estados Unidos en busca de empleos. De otros dos se 
dijo que eran contrabandistas que trataban de meterlos 
furtivamente al pafs. 

El Padre Samuel Rosales, de la parroquia del Sagrado 
Corazén en El Paso, dijo que los E.U. deberfan de reco- 
nocer su dependencia de los trabajadores mexicanos y 
desarrollar un sistema que permitiera a los mexicanos 
desempleados entrar legalmente a este pais.
